SIDELIGHTS AND ILLUSTRATIONS 


1. Never the Same Again—It has been well 
said, “If a man once gets a good look at 
Jesus Christ he will never be the same man 
again.” Surely this was true of Saul of 
Tarsus. From the moment Jesus revealed 
himself to Saul on the Damascus road to the 
time of his departure from this world he led 
a new life. Nothing was carried over from 
the old life into his new life. Paul’s life 
was a living dramatization of his own words: 
“If any man be in Christ, he is a new crea- 
ture; old things are passed away, behold, all 
things are become new.” 

2. The Important Thing.—There is no stere- 
otyped form of conversion that is demanded 
by the Word of God. Saul’s conversion was 
as the flash of a meteor; it took the unusual 
to bring him right about face. On the other 


hand, the Ethiopian eunuch, whose conversion 
is narrated in the chapter preceding our les- 
son for today, came quietly, thoughtfully and 
deliberately into the Kingdom of God. Some 
come to Christ as little children, on the very 
threshold of life; others come at the eleventh 
hour and find mercy. Some come to him in 
the quiet of a great cathedral; others amid 
the enthusiasm of a stirring revival. After 
all, what does it matter how you came? The 
important thing is not how did you arrive, 
but did you? We should never question the 
conversion of others just because it was not 
attended by the same manifestations as our 
own. Nor should we be alarmed if our own 
conversion isn’t identical with that of some- 
one else. The Holy Spirit in his working 
adapts himself to every individual.

is: “Let us eat, drink, and be 
merry, for tomorrow we die.” 
All these evils and excesses are 
only symptoms, revealing the in- 
ward plague of Sin. Is it possible 
that too much attention has been 
given in the past, even by the 
Church of Christ, to efforts which 
are merely concerned with the 
symptoms? To remove symp- 
toms without dealing with the 
disease produces a false sense of 


well-being in which we imagine 
we can do without God. 

The Christian Gospel is fun- 
damental. It goes beyond refor- 
mation and seeks regeneration. 
It explores the hidden depths in 
man, reveals the hideous facts of 
sin, proclaims the efficacy of the 
Saviour’s blood, and seeks so 
radical a transformation that only 
one term suffices to describe it: 
the New Birth.

CHALLENGE OF LONDON 


London exist evils which threat- 
en to poison the blood-stream of 
our national life. 


Had you my annual task of 
reading the 270 reports of as many 
London City missionaries you 
would tremble for the future of 
our people. It ought to be known 
how widely the marriage tie is 
ignored, and with what lightness 
men and women speak of their 
“indiscretions.” These iniquities 
threaten the very fibre of our na- 
tion, and may bring upon our 
beloved country the condemna- 
tion of Sodom and Gomorrah. 
Surely someone must speak of 
the broken hearts of men and 
women and the tragic heritage of 


little children ; of homes destroyed 
by lust, and bodies by disease. 
To hide this fostering -sore of im- 
morality is to foster wickedness. 


Drink and gambling are two 
other insidious evils which chal- 
lenge the Church of Jesus Christ. 
Estimates of the turnover on the 
principal popular gambling prac- 
tices in Great Britain range from 
£350,000,000 to £500,000,000, an- 
nually. The total amount spent 
on Football Pools in a year is es- 
timated at about £50,000,000. 


Five years ago, the World Do- 
minion Movement investigated 
church attendance in London, 
and produced statistics to prove 
that less than six per cent of the 
population were church-goers. 


The drift from the churches 
has resulted in a growing igno- 
rance of the Bible. One man ex- 
cused himself to a London City 
missionary for not reading the 
Scriptures on the ground that he 
could only read English. The poor 
fellow seriously believed that the 
Book was in a foreign language, 
unintelligible to one who was “no 
scholar.” A child, upon hearing 
the Name of Jesus, remarked: 
“Tsn’t that a swear word?” 

It might have been imagined 
that the outbreak of hostilities 
would send men and women to 
their knees, and bring crowds 
flocking to the house of God: 
but is this so? The increase in 
our church attendances since 
September 3rd, is negligible. The 
majority of our fellow citizens 
remain absolutely indifferent to 
the Gospel and its message. 

Because there is a war, people 
are plunging deeper into foolish 
pleasures. Any man with his 
eyes and ears open knows that 
there is a new licence abroad 
which permits and even encour- 
ages things which pander to the 
worst in men. Not long ago, a 
Member of Parliament called the 
Home Secretary’s attention to 
the indecent displays taking place 
in London night-clubs, and sug- 
gested that, in the interests of our 
young soldiers, steps should be 
taken to suppress such shows.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The first passage of Scripture in our lesson 
agrees in point of time with the lesson of last 
Sunday, being the second one of the Ten 
Commandments. The idolatry of the children 
of Israel, recorded in the second passage, oc- 
curred about forty days later. The third pass- 
age records an incident in the life of our 
Lord, and belongs to New Testament times. 
The first two incidents occurred in the region 
of Mt. Sinai. The third incident took place at 
Jacob’s Well in the province of Samaria. Hav- 
ing thus fixed the time and place of the les- 
son, we may now be ready to consider its 
content. 

Today’s lesson has to do with the second 
commandment—that one relating to the prac- 
tice of idolatry. It might be well to make 
some assignments in advance. Let one pupil 
be prepared to name some ancient and 
some modern nations that are idolatrous. Let 
another tell something of the gross idolatry 
of the nations with which the ancient He- 
brews came in contact. Another may tell 
something of the idolatry of the more high- 
ly cultured Greeks and Romans of New 


Testament times. Note that none of the idols 
mentioned in the Bible are worshipped today, 
but the worship of the true God is widespread. 


Discuss the folly of idolatry. The Israelites 
wanted a god that they could see. But the 
true God is invisible to mortal eyes. “God 
is a spirit.’ He is the Creator of all things, 
but he himself was not created. God existed 
from all eternity. As Creator, he is the right- 
ful ruler of all things. Think of dragging this 
lofty idea of God down to an image of wood 
or stone, or to a serpent or fish as an object 
of worship. The way in which idolatry dis- 
honors God is readily seen.

No one can fully appreciate the rare beauty and 
depth of this great hymn unless he sees it in its 
setting in the poem "The Brewing of Soma".

In vivid language the poet describes the brewing o 
of "the drink of gods" the "Soma" prepared by the 
old priests of Vedic days. Intoxicated by this 
drink, the worshippers went into transports of joy, 
"soaring upward with strange joy elate", then, "sank 
"“sobered, sank to earth." Whittier, true to his 
Quaker upbringing and instinct accuses "Hach after 
age" of striving "by music, incense, vigils, trances 
to bring the skies more near, or to lift men up to 
heaven."

Ihe Power of United Prayer 


SIDELIGHTS AND ILLUSTRATIONS 


1, Lack of Expectancy. — Although the 
Christian friends of Peter were praying con- 
stantly and earnestly ior him, there seemed 
to be a great surprise when the answer came. 
The late Bishop McDowell said in a sermon: 
“The great sin of the modern church is its 


lack of expectancy. We pray, but don’t ex- 
pect anything to happen.” A story. has gone 
the rounds of meeting called during a drouth 
for the purpose of praying for rain. One 
little girl brought an umbrella and when asked 
why she had brought it, exclaimed, “Because 
it’s going to rain.” 

2. Pray for Your Preacher.—A delegation 
of fifteen church officials called on a bishop 
to plead for a change of pastors. They 
claimed their pastor was powerless and the 


church was losing ground. The bishop in- 
quired of the delegation how many had been 
in prayer meeting the week before. Most of 
them admitted they had been absent. Then 
he asked how many had definitely prayed that 
God would increase the power of their minis- 
ter, and help him to overcome his deficiencies. 
None had done this in a definite way. The 
bishop then asked them to go back and do a 
lot of praying for their preacher and prom- 
ised that, after a reasonable time, if they still 
wanted a change he would grant it.

Anniversaries which bring us up with a sharp 
turn and impress upon us the need of starting over, 
also show us sometimes that we never have started 
at all. What one of our own poets has called 
"pathing ourselves in the delicious now", is 
almost an tnknown experience for some of us. We 
are looking ahead or else looking back. We are 


thinking about next summer, or the time when we shall 


have more money, or at least when this day's work 
Will be done, or we are looking forward to the 
day when smme heavy responsibility will be lifted 
frem our shoulders and we can begin te enjoy 
life. 


This is the first of a new year. We are 
setting out on a journey ef which we can have ne 
knewledges in advance. The read is one on which 
we never have gone heretefere. We knew not what 
any day will have fer us, what our duties will be, 
what burdens shall be laid upon us, what sorrews 
we shall have to endure, what battles we shall have 
te fight. We cannet see one step befere us. How 
can we know the way? As we sit in the quiet, 
this evening, and ask the question, we hear an 
answer which is full of comfort, Jesus says to us, 


"I am the way". All we shall have to de, therefore, 


will be to stay with Christ. He has made a way 
through the world for us. He has gone over all 
the journey and opened a read fer us at great 
cost. He went over the way himself--we shall 
find his shoe-prints at every step. He has a 
definite way for each one of us. “Every mile of 
the journey he haschosen, and every place where I 
pitch my tent he has selected for me. 
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Te all thoughtful people there come moments 
when they draw back from the activities in which 
they are immersed and ask themselves what it is all 

about. The pause may be brief--it may be only 
while they are passing from one appointment to 
another, er as they lie down at night, but the 
question comes up as to the meaning of life. 

It is then that religious faith counts the most. 

The reflection may be bitter or pessimistic, 
er at the least tinged with sadness. 

Inte ene's mind at such a time there is spt 
to flit the theught that "it is pretty short*. 
That which stretched ahead so far all lighted by the 
sun, may now run ahead only a dozen years or so and 
be covered with shadows. 

One says to himself, "It is past like a tale 
that is told." Or he reflects, "Here I have bem 
all this time getting ready to live and now it is ab 
about over". 

Or he may be filled with disappointment. 

He has not done the thingsthat he planned. The 
line of his life has led him in ways that he never 
contemplated. He wanted to be a great artist, and 
he is only a clerk. And there are millions like 
him. 

The religious man accepts mystery 48 4 
part of the scheme, and penetration of the 
mystery as part of the privilege and duty of life. 

Sensing this, he can speak of the great 
eppertunity. There is nothing so great as 
living. We have the opportunity to move fron 
the plane ef the animal to the high estate of 
nman~--to free ourselves from the instinctive and 
turn rational, to move on from lewer manhood te 
higher, and even approximate the divine. If one 
once catches a vision of the possibilities in 
living, there is no chance for doubt as to the 
meaning of life. . 

Is it worth while? Nothing else is much 
worth while. The little thet we have tried the 
higher way--if we have tried it--removed doubt. 

The great and mysterious opportunity of 
life is the epportunity to live~-to overcome 
meanness and weakness, to find will for the 
right choices, te toughen the intellect in knotty 
problems, and broaden te deepen the range of 
living in sympathy. 
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practice such giving. In which mile do we live? 


It is not by regretting what is irreparable 
that true work is to be done, but by making the 
best of what we are. It is not by complaining that 
we have not the right teols, but by using well the 
tools we have. What we are, and where we are, is Gee 
God's previdential srrangement,--dGed's doing, though 
it may be man's misdoing; and the manly and the wise 
wey is to look your disadvantages in the face, 
and see what can be made out of them. Life, like 
war, is a series ef mistakes, and he is not the 
best Christian nor the best general who makes 
the fewest false steps. He is the best whe wins 
the most splendid victories by the retrieval 
of mistakes. Forget mistakes; organize victory out 
of mistakes. 


In Lengfellow's declining vears a friend asked 
him how it waspossible for him to keep so 
energetic and write with such power. Pointing to 
an apple tree in bleom the poet replied: "That 
apple tree is very old, but I never saw prettier 
blossoms on it than those it now bears. The 
tree grows a little new wood each year, and I 
suppose it is out of that new wood that those 
blessoms come. Like the apphe tree, I try to 
grow a little new wood each year." 


A missionary in Swaziland, in South Africa, 
told a native that feathers make a good bed. The 
native went to his kraal and spread a few feathers 
on a board, and when he woke the next morning 
he was stiff am sore and complained that the 
missionary was a “liar". The trouble wasnot 
in the missionary, but in the fewness of the 
feathers.

The Cooperative Method 

We believe that one of the ways by which 
we can show the spirit of Christian sharing 
is through the Christian Cooperative Move- 
ment. There was a time in the history of 
the Friends Society and other denomina- 
tions of America when there was a real and 
true spirit of Christian sharing. They had 
no need of a bank because the better fixed 
farmer loaned money without interest to 
those in need. They had no need of insur- 
ance companies. because those who had 
shared with those who did not have in the 
hour of death and need. 

A movement which is growing rapidly in 
the United States is a certain form of the 
Cooperative Movement. This is known as the 
Rochdale Plan. It is a plan built on Chris- 
tian principles. By means of this plan peo- 
ple of good will cooperate together along any 
industrial line. They can cooperatively main- 
tain a store or any other industry which 
may supply their needs. The Cooperative 
Movement is maintained by people who 
join it. They vote on the basis of their 
being persons and not on the basis of the 
money they put into it. However, profits 
are shared by those who purchase from their 
own cooperative store or other business en- 
terprise. No big salaries more than five 
times larger than the smallest salary can be 
paid. However, all salaries are good, sub- 
stantial salaries. The movement does not 
believe in cheap wages. For your Brother- 
hood meeting we suggest that you find out 
something about this movement and have 
some one tell of it.
